Moreover, applicants' struc turally-c ontinuous and linearly-def - 
ined limitations to Claim l(Amended) ensure that the thus four-encumbered 
elongate resinous bars will readily and reliably snugly abut a bars- 
surrounding horizontal sleeping mattress. 

Accordingly, in view of the foregoing, it is sincerely asserted 
that independent Claim l(Amended), and afortiori its dependent Claims nos. 
2-8, represent novel and unobvious subject matter for whicfc patent prot- 
ection is warranted.
